ALCALA PARK — It was a high- 
tech media production with a cast of 
over 10,000. Some parts were 
rehearsed, but the most moving 
scenes were spontaneous. The 
teleconference between Pope John 
Paul Il and youth in Los Angeles, 
Denver, St. Louis and Portland, 
Ore., was billed “ ‘I Call You 
Friend’ — Papal Spacebridge “87.” 

A satellite connection brought 
together the four-city participants, as 
youth and young adults viewed each 
other on screens set up in each 
location. About 600 of the youth were 
from the San Diego diocese who 
participated at the point of origin, the 

Universal Amphitheatre in Los 
Angeles.. _ 

Introducing the pope, Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles said: 
“The pope loves you. He admires 

your faith, energy, vitality and 
enthusiasm for the Gospel.” 

The pope projected this image 
during the 75-minute drama that 

- followed. He invited his audiences to 
Castle Gondolfo, his summer 
residence. At one point he reassured 
them in Spanish that he “‘loves the 
world, but especially the youth.” 

Although the pontiff -played the 
leading role in the teleconference, he 
directed attention to the ‘‘superstar’’ 
in whose name the crowds gathered.

Diocesan 
Catholics 
greet pope 


12,500 participate 
in coliseum Mass

LOS ANGELES’ — Some 12,500 
people from the Diocese of San Diego 
became a part of history by participating 
in the Sept. 15 papal Mass — the first 
celebrated by a pontiff in California — at 
the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 

The frustration many had felt after 
being caught in traffic tie-ups and waiting 
in long lines disappeared as Pope John 
Paul II entered the coliseum in the 
popemobile. 

An enthusiatic spirit overcame the 
congregation of more than 100,000. 
Cheers of ‘‘Viva el papa’’ resounded 
from many parts of the stadium. Flash 
cameras sent flickers of light throughout 
the arena. 

Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles welcomed the crowd and noted 
that Southern California was blessed 
because the evening’s liturgy was the only 
one on the pope’s itinerary celebrated in 
honor of Mary. 

The cheers uttered as the pope began 
the Mass soon died out and a solemness 
filled the coliseum as participants opened 
their booklets to join in the celebration of 
the liturgy. 

Although the pope spoke in English 
throughout the Mass, the language of 
Mass prayers alternated between English 
and Spanish. 

Deacon Nick Santiago of St. Columba 
parish in Serra Mesa proclaimed the 
Gospel in both languages. 

During his homily, the pope told the 
congregation — consisting of people from 
five Southern California dioceses — that 
‘‘California has been a symbol of hope 
and promise for millions of people who 
continue to come here to make a home for 
themselves and their families.”’ 

While acknowledging California’s 
technological lead, he said ‘‘no amount of 
economic, scientific or social progress can 
eradicate our vulnerability to sin and to 
death.”’ 

‘‘Technology increases what we can ~ 
do, but it cannot teach us the right thing 
to do. It increases our choices, but it is we 
who must choose between evil and 
good,’’ the pope said. 

The gospel message is ‘‘no enemy of 
human progress,” but the paschal 
mystery does not “‘allow us to run away 
from human sorrow and suffering,’’ he 
continued. 

He noted that the liturgy’s readings 
focused on the sufferings of Mary and 
Jesus.

Italian parish’s pastor blesses boat

SAN DIEGO — This year’s procession 
from Our Lady of the Rosary Church to 
the Grape Steet pier Sept. 20 had a 
different ring. A newly installed bell 
tower carillon system announced the 
parish’s 47th procession honoring Our 
Lady of Sorrows, whose feast occurred on 
Sept. 15. 

Chimes played various Marian hymns 
as over 200 people gathered in front of the 


-church, waiting for the statue of Our 


Lady of Sorrows to begin its journey 
down Columbia, Cedar, India ‘and 
Hawthorne streets. 

Ceremonies began and ended with 
flower girls praying to Mary in Italian. 

At the pier Father Stephen Grancini, 
CRSP, pastor, prayed for those lost at sea 
and for the safety and success of 
fishermen who comprise a_ large 
percentage of the Italian national parish. 
He then blessed the S. Fraguilani, a 
commercial fishing boat moored in San 
Diego Bay. 

A few hours later this boat would take 
Joseph Carini, Mario San Filippo and his 
son swordfishing, said Giovanna 
Militello, a parishioner. 

After the blessing, 17-year-old Zina 
Pecoraro, queen of the festivities for the 
second year, threw her bouquet into the 
bay. 

The colorful pageantry and marching 
music of the Monterey Park Concert 
Band from Mary, Star of the Sea Church 
in San Pedro, attracted onlookers along 
the route. 

Homebound Lily Tarantino prayed to 
the Madonna as the statue stopped briefly 
in front on. her house. She _ has 
participated in the celebration for more 
than 40 years, a parishioner, said.

Spectators witnessed a _block-long 
stream of marchers led by flags of the 
United States and Italy. The flower- 
decked statue of Our Lady of Sorrows 
wheeled on a platform dominated the 
procession. 

Several symbols focused attention on 
this image: the black floor-length cape of 
Josephine Paraino, purple dresses worn 
by members of the Madonna Addolorata 
Society and a miniature statue and 
banner of Our Lady of Sorrows. 


Members of the Madonna del Lume: 


Society formed part of the procession. 
Children and babies in strollers were also 
part of the scene. 

When the formation returned to 
church, the assembly shouted, ‘‘Viva 
Madonna Dolorata.’’ Father Grancini 
then led the congregation in praying the 
sorrowful mysteries of the rosary, which 
was followed by Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament. 

A social and performance by the band 
in the parish hall concluded the 
celebration. — 

At the 10:30 Mass that morning, 
Pecoraro read a history of the devotion to 
Our Lady of Sorrows and presented the 
women with medals of Mary. 


The parish tradition originated in the 
1800s in Santa Elia, Italy, the birthplace 
of many early parishioners, Father 
Grancini told the Southern Cross. Today 
Sicilians comprise about one-third of the 
parish. 


The Madonna Addolorata~ Society 
introduced the celebration into the church 
in 1941 and has sponsored it annually 
since then.

_ By the same token, gay activists and women’s rights 
groups, rather than rebuke the delivery boy, ought to 
recognize that their disagreement is not with the carrier, 
but with the one whose message he bears. 

There will always be those who angrily fault the 


_ Messenger with the unpalatability of the message (Amos 


2:11, 12). The prophet Zechariah was stoned; Jeremiah 
was thrown in a pit; John the Baptist was beheaded. All, 
as spokesmen for God, suffered for the truth that they 
bore. 

But as God instructed the prophet, any vessel fit to 
carry his message must bear it without compromise:

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Religious ed — for all ages _ 


Are we raising a generation of religious illiterates? That 
is the burden that hangs heavy over those who are active 
in pastoral ministries. 

Those of us who attended Catholic schools know that 
there is no substitute for them in the teaching of religion. 
But hard economic facts_are forcing more and more 
Catholic children to forego that type of Catholic 
education. 

Increasingly, we find adults who are forced to live their 
adult spiritual lives with the religious education they 
received as children or adolescents. It frequently breaks 
under the strain. 


Facing reality, what are we to do? First, we must 


recognize the problem and solve it with the resources at 
our command. These resources are parish education 
programs that must be given absolutely top priority. In 
fact, parishes exist as the most efficient way to make sure 
that the Mass and sacraments are made available and that 


the word of God is taught to all. 


At this time of year, as the. children troop back to 
school, their religious education must receive top billing. 
It is a pity that some parents can find all sorts of excuses to 
keep their children from CCD classes. Ballet lessons, 
cheerleading classes, Little League, band practice, soccer, 
scouting, 4-H and a whole host of activities have to be 
fitted into their after-school schedules, before religious 
education! 

CCD is the strong right arm of the pastor in his task of 
educating the children in the things of God, things that 
have eternal value, long after the home runs and the 
dancing are forgotten. 


It is impossible to say enough in praise of the adults 
who work full-time in the field, and the army of 
volunteers who prepare themselves and teach the classes. 
Anyone who teaches religion to children always finds that 
he or she is enriched spiritually by the experience. It is the 
finest form of adult education. 


Religious education in the parishes must be taught and ~ 


lived at all ages. It begins in the home for the littlest ones, 
and by the time they are three years old, there are CCD 


pre-school classes. Examine the material that is taught 
and you will see a bright, optimistic and promising 
beginning to their training. 

For elementary and middle-school children, the 
competition among the publishers is so great that there is 
an excellent choice .of materials available, along with 
audiovisuals, to attract the TV generation. It is a treat to 
go to a diocesan CCD convocation just to see the displays 
of materials. 

Teen-agers are a more difficult group to work with, but 
it is due in great part to the difficulties they themselves are 
facing. One pastor remarked in pseudo-exasperation, that 
“‘T’ve had a hundred teen-agers and I need a hundred and 
one programs!’’ : 

It is very important to hire a trained, full-time youth 
minister, but these are still in short supply. In my 
experience, it is better to hire an assistant director than a 
poorly trained youth minister. Volunteers are also needed 
in the youth programs. 

Excellent materials are available for the sacramental 
programs — Penance, Holy Communion and 
Confirmation. Most parishes try to make this a parent- 
involvement activity, which, again, doubles as good adult 
religious education. 

Because adult religious education is also a necessity, it 
is a joy to teach, and it is easy to understand why most 
priests like to take this responsibility personally. These 
can be Bible classes, church history classes or various 
theological undertakings. 

From this, it should be obvious that religious education 
is a lifetime obligation. There is never a time when 
anyone can say, ‘‘I know enough about God and his 
church.!’’ In order of priorities, this must come first. 

We cannot practice our faith in a mature way unless we 
first have a mature and growing knowledge of God’s 
revelation. 


Who are primary educators? 


A few months back I was having a discussion with the 
father of several students in my school who was not 
satisfied with their progress. : 

Our discussion centered around determining the cause 
of the problem. However, the boy wasn’t dumb, the 
teacher was proven and the home life solid. I sympathized 
with the father as he considered the situation, 

He had selected a Christian school in the belief it would 
provide something more than he could get free. If his son 
didn’t learn math or English, the first place to look was at 
the teachers; they were the professionals. They had the 
boy in school all day, and it was clear enough to him they 
were the primary educators. I was unable to effectively 
present alternative considerations. 

Around the same time, I was having discussions with 
another father in a different situation that came to almost 
the opposite conclusion. 

This father read the principal’s article in the monthly 
publication of a science ‘‘magnet’’ school that had an 
outstanding reputation. 

The principal was very clear that the credit for the 
many honors awarded students from this school was due 
to the school’s staff and programs. The article also 
pointed out an absence of any praise for the students’ 
hard work or any contribution from outside parties. 

Though the father was initially proud that his son was 
part of this fine school, he was not sure it should get all the 
credit: Their son was smart to start with, and they had 
been supportive of his efforts. Though the parents were. 
happy with the school, they considered the boy’s home life 
to be of primary importance.

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As John Paul II heads back to Rome to 
prepare for the upcoming synod on the 
laity, it is a time to reflect on the 
significance of his visit and to savor those 
moments that transcended the differences 
and division that the media sought to 
spotlight. 

The papal visit was a gift and a 
challenge, just as the Catholic Church in 
America is a gift and a challenge to the 
universal church. The memories that 
endure will depend greatly on each 
person’s expectations of the visit. 

Those who expected dramatic changes 
in church teaching were disappointed. 
For example, the Holy Father reminded 
the bishops in his session with them that 
«<_.. women are indeed an essential part of 
the Gospel plan to spread the good news 


of the kingdom. And the church is 


irrevocably committed to this truth.” 

That truth was reflected in the 
participating of women in the liturgy on 
this papal visit. But. he also said, 
‘‘Women are not called to the 
priesthood.’’ Period. This comment, 
however, which was not explained, will 
not silence those who believe that equality 
and exclusion are contradictory. This 
debate is far from over; indeed, the 
pope’s remarks will only raise more 
questions.

Hanson requests 
more acceptance 
of lay ministry

SAN FRANCISCO — Donna Hanson, the woman 


The bishops? Ultimately, it is God who 
calls people to ministry. The church can 
help a person decide whether the call is 
authentic, but can a church which is 
‘irrevocably committed’ to the truth that 
‘women are an essential part of the 
Gospel plan to spread the good news...’ 
continue to insist that only men receive 
the call to the ordained priesthood? 

A church that’has made the priesthood 
so essential to its self-identity for the past 
2,000 years must make sure that its 
ministry reflects that both men and 
women are made in the image and 
likeness of God. 

The pope’s affirmation of the human 
dignity of all peoples, including American 
Indians, undocumented aliens, AIDS 
victims, and farm workers, was a 
prophetic reminder of the priorities that 
should enliven and direct our national 
conscience. 

Again, the liturgies at the coliseum and 
Dodger Stadium spoke eloquently of the 
richness that people of different cultures 
bring to our church. The recitation of the 
petitions and the proclamation of the 
Gospel in different languages reminded 


me of the scene outside the Upper Room 
immediately after Pentecost. ‘“They were 
all filled with the Holy Spirit, and began 


to’ speak foreign languages as the Spirit - 


gave them the gift of speech.’’ (Acts 2:4) 


Both liturgies evoked powerful 
emotions and prayerful responses. 
Everything that could be seen and heard 
was a prayer of praise and thanksgiving 
and celebration. Father Virgil Elizondo’s 
narration of the Mass on KTLA channel 
5 was insightful and illuminating. That 
alone would make these liturgies an 
excellent catechetical tool for high school 


and adult religious education. 


KTLA should be commended for its 
48-hour commitment to the papal visit. 
Interestingly enough, the station reported 
that it received hundreds of phone calls 
from viewers interested in learning more 
about Catholicism and the Mass. This 
suggests that our church’s liturgy, when 
well done, is a very effective. tool of 
evangelization and unity and that we are 
not adequately utilizing the potential 
television offers. We need to surface the 


_ Fulton Sheens who have the charism to 


develop this ministry to serve the church 
in its task of sharing who we are and 
inviting others to become a part of our 
faith community. 


Miracle On 


The pope’s audience with young people 
was another memory that I will cherish. 
There was no barrier, physical or 
otherwise, between them and him. He 
spoke of hope and of a reason to believe in 
the future. Confronted daily by a 
contrary message in music and film, these 
young people responded with a full heart. 


I doubt that anyone left the Universal 
Amphitheatre saying, ‘‘I went to hear the 
pope and I didn’t get anything out of it.’ 
This model suggests that young people 
are more likely to listen when we talk with 
them rather than at them, when we listen 
closely and reflect thoughtfully on our 
answers, and when we admit that we 
don’t know all the answers and that there 
will always be questions. 


I believe that the pope left the United 
States knowing that he is deeply loved and 
that he holds a unique position in the 
world, not only for Catholics but for 
people of all faiths and for people of no 
faith. And he knows, better than before, 
that the Catholics in the United, States 
deeply love their church. This is what 
binds us together, despite our differences.

Copies of 
speeches were sent to the pope, who read them and wrote 
in advance the responses he would give during his U.S. 
visit. 

Hanson is former director of Catholic Charities for the 
Diocese of Spokane and consultant to the U.S. bishops’ 


Committee on the Laity. A member of the National. 


Advisory Council for four years, she has acted as its 
chairwoman for one year. 


The suggestion that she address the pope originated 
with a group that met to plan the papal visit to San 
Francisco last .October.:The actual invitation came in 
January, she said. 


During her speech to the pontiff, Hanson said lay 
ministers are ‘‘involved as never before, but acceptance 
by both Paeeas and the Pole of God has not been fully 
realized.”’

PHOENIX — Some 60 Native 
American Catholics of the Quechan tribe 
in Fort Yuma heard Pope-John Paul II 
admit that thé church, in its initial 
contacts with Native Americans, 
contributed to their oppression by 
European colonizers, but they also heard 


him say the church became an advocate of : 


their human rights. 

The delegation, accompanied by 
Father Alphonsus Ryan, their pastor at 
St. Thomas Mission, Fort Yuma, heard 
the pope speak during a meeting Sept. 14 
at Veterans Memorial Coliseum, 
Phoenix, concluding the annual three-day 
Tekakwitha Conference. 

“The cultural oppression, the 
injustices, the disruption of your life and 
of your traditional societies must be 
acknowledged,’’ he told about 16,000 
Native Americans at the coliseum. 

The Holy Father also portrayed the 
church as champion of Native Americans’ 
rights. He cited early missionaries as the 
Indians’ first advocates. In 1537, Pope 
Paul III proclaimed that they ‘“‘should not 
be deprived of théir freedom, possessions 
or property,’’ he said. 

The pope also lauded Franciscan 
Father Junipero Serra for his “frequent 
clashes with civil authorities over the 
treatment of Indians.”’ 

He urged Native Americans to 
preserve their culture and customs, which 
have enriched the church. 

This culture surfaced: in several 
ceremonies during the conference. The 
pope participated in a blessing, in which a 
feather is repeatedly passed through 
smoke. He also witnessed the ‘‘Our 
Father’’ signed in a traditional native 
language. 

Father Ryan described’ an Offertory 
procession of a Mass celebrated at the 
conference. Native. Americans presented 
gifts representing Mother Earth, such as 
stones, ears of corn and bread. 

Preceding the pope’s address, Alfretta 


Antone, vice president of the Salt River ° 


Pima-Maricopa Indian Community, 
expressed the frustrations and hopes of 
the 16,000 participants in the conference. 

She received: input for her message 
from individual tribes, inchuding a dozen 
Quechans who attended the entire 


conference, Father Ryan said. The tribes 
had met earlier in groups to discuss and 
formulate their concerns. 

Antone deplored the exploitation of her 
ancestors by Europeans. ‘‘We shared the

land given us by our Creator and taught 
others how to survive here. History, 
however, stands as a witness to the use 
and abuse we have experienced in .our 
homelands,’” she said. ; 

She emphasized Native Americans’ 
desire to preserve their traditions, 
languages, cultures, values, song, dances, 
stories and art ‘‘that celebrate who we are 
as people of many tribes.’’ 

Antone asked the pope to use ‘‘prayer, 
power and influence’’ to assist her people 
in achieving a variety of objectives. These 
included: 

*A fuller participation in the life of the 
church as clergy, religious and as 
catechists and other lay ministers; 

°A fuller inclusion of their cultural gifts 
and languages in the sacramental life of 
the church; 

*Canonization of Blessed Kateri 
Tekakwitha; 

*Adherence of the United States and 
other, governments to treaties which 
safeguard ‘‘our lands, waters and other 
natural resources’’; 

eJust. compensation for lands taken 
illegally. 

Father Ryan, who has served the 
Quechan Indians at St. Thomas Mission 
since 1981, agreed with most of these 
concerns. 

He sees a dire need for Native 
American vocations to the priesthood and 
the permanent diaconate. Few Indians 
“‘adapt to western culture’? and the 
educational system in American 
seminaries, he said. 

However, he noted the participation of 
Native Americans in his parish as lectors, 


special ministers of the Eucharist, | 


catechists and choir members. 

Father Ryan described the spirituality 
of Quechans as a ‘‘Christian pantheism. 
Their God is a great chief, responsible for 
all that happens, the grass growing and a 
child dying. They are a celebration 
people’’ who prefer special occasions such 
as Baptisms, weddings and funerals, he 
said. 

The pastor also explained their 

language-and- liturgy problem. ‘ “They do 
not identify with the Anglo Mass, as they 
did with the Latin Mass,’’ he said. Some 
of the older members say the Our Father 
in their native language; younger Indians 
do not speak the language. 
' He said some Native Americans in his 
parish considered this year’s Tekakwitha 
Conference as a spiritual revival.

Being an ‘‘authentic Christian family i is 
your pe ministry,’’ the Holy Father 
said. ‘‘Through the family you can find 
possibilities of giving yourselves to 
others.’ 

After each of. the. pope’s responses, 
youth in the four cities presented him 
with a symbolic gift. 

The tribute from Los Angles was 
introduced as one representing courage, 
self-motivation and family support. Tony 
Melendez, an armless 25-year-old folk 
choir director from Chino, played the 
guitar with his toes and sang a wedding’ 
ballad. 

‘‘Beautiful, beautiful,” the pope said 
as he left the stage to embrace the singer. 
The two received a standing ovation. 

Portland youth offered the pope a day 
of service, which they had recorded on a 
video tape. It was shown on the large 
screen for the pope and the participants. 

The youth had worked in soup kitchens 
and night shelters and picnicked with 
homeless people in their city. The 3,000 
brought food and blankets to the 
teleconference to be distributed to needy 
people. 

Youth from Denver sang a 
contemporary version of the 
‘‘Magnificat”’ for the pope. Those from 
St. Louis showed him a scroll on which 
they pledged to pray, fast, give alms and 
visit sick and imprisoned people. 

Throughout the event, members of the 
audience took center stage as they sang, 
cheered and clapped to create an 
explosive excitement. 

‘“They were cheering for the church as 
well as the pope. They cheered for 
themselves because they felt a part of the 
church. They cheered for the unity in the 
church,’’ Davidson said. 

The song, ’‘He’s Got the Whole World 
in His Hands,’’? announced Pope John 
Paul’s onstage entrance. For the next 
hour he seemed to hold the 6,000 youth in 
Los Angeles and their on-screen 
counterparts in the palm of his hand. 

He first greeted those standing on the 
stage, including Juan Banda of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe Church, Calexico. “‘I 
started to cry after he hugged me. It was 
overwhelming,” the youth said. 

The throng then chanted over and 
over, ‘‘We love you,”’ clapping in rhythm 
with the words. The shouting gradually 
subsided as all joined hands in praying 
the Our Father.

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Pope John Paul preaches varied message 
Pontiff calls for unity and fidelity during 10-day visit

Pope John Paul II traveled across a vast 
expanse of the United States in September 
and preached a message as varied as the 
people and circumstances he encountered. 

Focusing on a theme of ‘‘Unity in the 
Work of Service,’’ he called for greater 
fidelity to church teachings, especially with 
regard to sexual morality, and urged 
Catholics to exert greater influence on the 
society in which they live. 

Hundreds of thousands saw and heard 
him in person and millions watched on 
television as he visited Miami; Columbia, 
S.C.; New Orleans; San Antonio, Texas; 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Los Angeles; Monterey, 
Calif. ; San Francisco and Detroit. 

Pope John Paul’s call for closer 
adherence to church teachings was 
repeated throughout the 10-day visit Sept. 
10-19, but it came most forcefully at a 
meeting in Los Angeles with more than 300 
ofthe almost 400 U.S. bishops. 

Reacting to presentations by four 
leading U.S. churchmen who described the 
diversity — and at times dissent — within 
the church in the United States, Pope John 
declared: 

“It is sometimes claimed that dissent 
from the magisterium (church teaching 
authority) is totally compatible with being a 
‘good Catholic’ and poses no obstacle to the 
reception of the sacraments. Thisis a grave 
error that challenges the teaching office of 
the bishops of the United States and 
elsewhere.”’ 

The pope specifically cited dissent on 
“‘séxual and conjugal morality, divorce 
and remarriage ..: (and) abortion.”’ 

Answering questions at a news 
conference after the closed-door meeting, 
Archbishop Daniel E. Pilarczyk of 
Cincinnati, vice president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, said the 
pope was not suggesting that anyone should 
be excluded from the church. 

He said the pope was underlining ‘‘the- 
fact that Gatholic teaching is not a kind of 
grocery store where Catholics are free to 
take what they want and not take what they 
want.”’ 

Regarding the statement that dissent 
would be an obstacle to reception of the 
sacraments, Archbishop Pilarczyk said that 


- would be a pastoral matter that could be 


answered only individually. 

“The status of church teaching is the 
same this afternoon as it was this morning 
(before the pope spoke),”’ he said. 

Later, Vatican press spokesman Joaquin 
Navarro-Valls said the pope ‘‘stated the 
moral principle. It is up to the bishops to 
apply it.”’ 

Archbishop Pilarczyk was one of those 


- who made presentations to the pope. 


Others were Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago, Archbishop John 
R. Quinn of San Francisco and 
Archbishop Rembert G. Weakland of 
Milwaukee.

The pope’s visit got off to a whirlwind. 
start in Miami. He was greeted at the 
Miami International Airport by President 


- Reagan and met privately with him four 


hours later. 

In between, he visited the Miami 
cathedral to speak with local Catholic 
leaders and ‘held his first major national 
meeting, with 750 representatives of the 
approximately 57,000 U.S. priests. After 
he and Reagan met, he went by motor- 
cade through downtown Miami. to the 
residence of Archbishop Edward A. 
McCarthy of Miami. 

Early the next ‘morning he met with 
U.S. Jewish leaders and then ran into the 
first major storm — literally — of the visit 
as he celebrated a mid-morning Mass at 
Tamiami Park, where 250,000 had 
gathered in stifling mid-90s heat. 

Rain and lightning led to cancellation 
of the Mass in mid-homily. The pope 
concluded the celebration in a trailer 
behind the altar, while the crowd 
dispersed. | 

In the prepared text of his homily, the 
pope had issued a sharp warning not-to 
give in to the evils of ‘‘pornography, ... 
fornication, adultery, divorce and contra- 
ception,’’ and euthanasia and abortion. 

He flew from Miami to Columbia, 
deep in America’s Bible Belt, where there 
are only about 74,000 Catholics in the 
entire state — about 2 percent of the 
population. 

He met there with 26 Orthodox, 
Protestant and Episcopal leaders, urging 
them to work for unity in an encounter 
which several of them said later was a 
historic gathering. 

A crowd estimated at 60,000 gathered 
at the University of South Carolina’s 
Williams-Brice Stadium for an 
ecumenical service led: by the pope. 
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He noted America’s. tradition of 
freedom — a theme he struck often in this 
200th anniversary year of the U-S. 
Constitution — and declared: 


- “America: You cannot insist on the 
right to choose without also insisting on 
the duty to choose well, on the duty to 
choose in the truth.”’ 


He said éach conscience ‘‘should be 
deeply concerned about the way in which 
sins against love and against life are often 
presented as examples of ‘progress’ and 
emancipation. 


“Most often, are they not but the age- 
old forms of selfishness dressed up in a 
new language and presented in a new 
cultural framework?” 


At the Columbia airport, the pope met 
briefly with former President Jimmy 
Carter and Mrs. Carter before flying to 
New Orleans. Carter had received the 

pe at the White House during the 
pontiff’s 1979 U.S. visit. 

Education was the’ major theme of the 
pope’s visit to New Orleans. 


He told higher education officials that ~ 


theological research should not stray from 
church teachings, and he praised Catholic 
elementary and secondary schools for 
their academic excellence, community 
service and devotion to minority students. 

The pope also met with 11 black 
bishops and 1,800 other black Catholic 
leaders and urged them to keep their 
“rich cultural gifts’’ alive and active. 

‘‘Your black heritage. enriches the 
church,”” he said. 

Speaking to an. estimated 200,000 
gathered for Mass at the University of 
New Orleans’ Lakefront Arena, he 
condemned ‘‘the ineffectiveness of 
divorce’’ and said forgiveness is especially 
important in marriage. 

“The refusal to forgive is not in 


‘keeping with the true nature of marriage 


as God established it and as he wants it to 


_be lived,”’ the pope said.

In another meeting, with about 60,000 
young people in the Superdome, he urged 
them to reserve sexual intercourse for 
marriage even though their peers would 
regard them as out of step with the times. 

The gathering featured a three-float 
parade during which the pope stood and 
clapped. 

In San Antonio, the pope celebrated 
Mass before 300,000, delivered an 
address to the national convention of 
Catholic Charities USA and met with 
Texas seminarians and men and women 
in religious formation programs at the 
city’s San Fernando Cathedral. 

He also‘ addressed Hispanics at Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Plaza, delivering the 
talk entirely in Spanish, and met with 
Polish-Americans at Assumption 
Seminary. 


At the Catholic Charities convention, ; 


the pope said helping the poor also means’ 
overcoming the ‘‘spiritual impoverish- 
ment’’ of the rich who refuse to share 
their wealth. 

“Social injustice and unjust social 
structures exist only because individuals 
and groups of individuals deliberately 
maintain or tolerate them,’’ he said. 

At Mass, he praised ‘‘people of great 

courage and generosity’? who have been 
helping immigrants from south of the 
border. 
- His remarks were immediately 
interpreted by some as an endorsement of 
the sanctuary movement under which 
undocumented aliens are helped to evade 
immigration authorities. But the next day 
a Vatican spokesman said the pope had 
no intention of encouraging the breaking 
of alaw. 

The pope found temperatures in 
Phoenix to be unseasonably cool — in the 
low 90s rather than the 110 degrees 
predicted. 

He went immediately to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, wheré’ he held in his arms a 
critically ill ‘baby born three. months 
prematurely, spoke with a 15-year-old 
boy with an inoperable brain tumor and 


visited with a 6-year-old girl paralyzed © 


from the neck down. 

After a 2.5-mile motorcade and an 
address from the balcony of St. Mary’s 
the pope spoke to 2,200 
representatives of the Catholic Health 
Association. : 

He said they must uphold the church’s 
prohibition against ‘‘the great. evil”’ of 
abortion and euthanasia and other 
biomedical assaults on the dignity of 
human life. : 

The pope met with 16,000 Native 
Americans and the first Native American 
bishop, Bishop Donald E. Pelotte, 
coadjutor of Gallup, N.M., in a colorful 
ceremony punctuated by drumbeats. 

The pope stood in apparent prayer 
while he was blessed in a smoke 
ceremony, then accepted the feather used 
in the blessing and held it during the 
remainder of the meeting. 

In Los Angeles the major. event for the 
pope was his meeting with U.S. bishops. 
But he also met with a variety of others 
and celebrated two outdoor Masses — 
one at Dodger Stadium, another at the 
coliseum — during his two days in the 
city. 

A crowd estimated at between 150,000 
and 200,000, many waving palm 
branches, greeted him along streets of the 
city on his arrival from Phoenix. 

He encountered the city’s ethnic 
diversity in a variety of ways. His 
‘‘popemobile,’’ the glass-enclosed vehicle 


’ in which he travels in motorcades, moved 


through Chinatown and past Our Lady 
Queen of ‘Angels Church, where some’ 
weekends as many as 200 Hispanic 
children are baptized. And he heard the 
Spanish cry, ‘‘Viva el Papa,’’ almost 
everywhere he went. aM

receiving 
Sacraments 


SAN FRANCISCO — The issue of 
whether a Catholic who practices artificial 
birth control may receive Communion is a 
matter to be settled ‘‘between individual 
and confessor,’’ said Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco. 


Archbishop Quinn spoke at a press con- 
ference Sept. 18 at the end of Pope John 
Paul II’s visit to San Francisco. He was 
commenting two days after the pope, dur- 
ing an address in Los Angeles to U.S. 
bishops, said it is a ‘‘grave error’’ to think 


that dissent from church teaching ‘‘poses . 


no obstacle to the reception of the 
sacraments.”’ 


Asked at the news conference if the 
pope’s comments meant Catholics who 
practice artificial birth control are ‘‘bad 
Catholics,’’ Archbishop Quinn responded 
that’ ‘‘there are causes, factors which can 
diminish people’s guilt incertain matters.’’ 


Archbishop Quinn distinguished bet- 
ween dissenting from the church’s teaching 
on birth control and dissenting from the law 
denying the-sacraments to Catholics who 


_ divorce and remarry outside the church. 


The difference in approach, he said, 
stems from several reasons, including the 
fact that artificial birth control is a private 
matter and remarriage a public one. 


He also said-that practicing artificial 
birth control did not imply a permanent re- 
jection of church teaching, but remarriage 
did. 


Papal visit spurs two 
evangelization efforts

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Local Koreans commemorate martyrs

LINDA VISTA — Koreans 
throughout San Diego gathered at Holy 
Family Church Sept. 20 for a Mass to 
commemorate the martyrdom of their 
countrymen killed during the 18th and 
19th centuries. : 

Pope John Paul II canonized 103 of the 
martyrs in 1984. 

Father Desmond. Maguire, SSC, 
associate pastor and former missionary in 
South Korea, celebrated the liturgy in the 
Korean language. 

In his homily he called attention to the 
martyrs’ ‘‘commitment, fidelity and 
generosity in responding to God’s 
invitation’ and urged the assembly to 
treasure this heritage. 

Holy Family Church has_ hosted 
Sunday Masses in Korean the past two 
years. About 150 people attend the 
liturgies; most have immigrated to the 
San Diego area since 1968, Father 
Maguire said. 


The Irish-born priest ministered in 
Korea’s Cholla province from 1956 to 
1980. 


Catholicism was introduced in: that 
country in 1784 when the first Korean 
was baptized, according to an article by 
Father Sabino Acquaviva in ‘‘Catholic 
Life,’’ a periodical published by the 
Pontifical Institute for Mission

The government then waged a century- 
long period of persecutions against 
Catholics. It feared that the new religion 
would threaten the country’s well- 
established customs of Confucianism. 


In 1795 Kim Beum Woo, the first 
Korean church, was

He was thrown into jail and beaten until

After the Korean government learned. 
of the priests’ influence, it had. them 
killed, along with 40 other Catholics. 
Their villages were destroyed and 
survivors fled to the mountains. 

Seven years later Father Kim Tae-gon, 
the first Korean priest, was imprisoned 
and martyred.

The most violent persecution of 
Korean Catholics began in 1866. During 
the next six years, over 10,000 people, 
including nine missionaries, were 
slaughtered.
